<t 311 <£ 3 £> an Act was passed in the second and third year 
of the reign of his late Majesty King William the 
Fourth, intituled, “An Act to amend the Representation of the 
People of Ireland,” containing certain provisions for the Registration

counties, cities, towns and boroughs in Ireland ; and it is expedient 
that other provisions' should be made for the more effectual Regis- 
tration of Persons entitled to vote at such Elections ; and that the 
law should be declared on certain points respecting the qualification 
io of such Voters ; 3B(25 it tj&ettfote Ghtnctcb, by The QUEEN’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after 
the completion of the Register of Voters directed by this Act to be 
i ^ made for any county, city, town or borough in Ireland, no person 
shall be admitted to vote at any Election of a Member or Members 
to serve in Parliament for such county, city, town or borough, 
unless such person shall have been duly placed upon the Register 
directed to be made under this Act.
